Although I understand that you 
are a follower of Major Douglas, I 
presume that your status as a fed- 
eral member will prevent you from 
being purged by the Manning 
regime as was your fellow Doug- 
lasite, A. V. Bourcier, M.L.A. for 
Las Ste. Anne, You will therefore 
probably represent Social Credit 
in the forthcoming general elec- 
tion. 

As the C.C.F. candidate for Jas- 
per Edson, I represent the only 
alternative which the electors are 
likely to choose in preference to 
you, should you be nominated. I 
therefdre believe that the said 
electors would welcome the follow- 
ing suggestion: 

That you and I should hold one 
or more joint meetings, preferably 
including all the meetings in our 
respective campaigns, at which we 
would debate resolutions such as 
the following:

make _ conflicting, unchallenged, 
statements.

THE COMING ELECTION 


The Progressive Conservative Party, which has never won 
spurs in any Alberta contest, has established provincial head- 
quarters in Calgary. This development is a close follow-up to 
Party Leader Drew’s statement recently that his party would 
contest every seat in Canada, including Newfoundland. 

Whatever the next election, when held, holds in store we 
can only say that our feelings are somewhat mixed for the 
future well-being of the country. There seems no prospect for 
the Social Credit to win any seats except a few in Alberta, 
and the CCF party can increase its representation only by 
division of the anti-socialist vote in places where it is strongest. 

There also seems no possibility that the Progressive Con- 
servatives can swing enough votes to win a substantial major- 
ity, but it is possible that they will reduce the Liberal majority 
below the one-half mark required by any party to provide a 
secure, stable government. 

This happened in 1926 when Mackenzie King, lacking an 
over-all majority had to resign in favor of Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, who as leader of the old Conservative party, took 
the reins of government, but only for a few months. He could 
not navigate with a minority rule and in the appeal to the 
electors the Liberals were returned to power for another four 
years. 

We have all seen the unfortunate consequences of govern- 
ments in other countries such as France and Italy, trying to 
hold power while lacking a clear majority. It behooves the 
Canadian people to seriously ponder the question and return to 
power with a working majority the only party capable of 
forming a stable government. 


THE MARGARINE QUESTION 


Under normal circumstances, Canada doesn’t need mar- 
garine. Providing a butter substitute is tantamount to carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle. And if we could pass legislation to 
again ban margarine in Canada, without afflicting our con- 
science, nobody in the first nine provinces would raise much 
complaint. That is because with the exception of Newfound- 
land we are primarily an agricultural country where dairy 
products are near at hand and low-priced. 

But Newfoundland presents a new problem on an old ques- 
tion. They've had margarine there for a long time and to 
make it legal in one province and ban margarine in another 
by the Central Government would be against the spirit of 
Confederation. The Dominion Government has taken the only 
course possible—to free margarine of federal restrictions as to 
legality of sale and leave the problem to be settled in each 
province by the provincia! legisiators.

Sweet Ciover 
Seed Exports 


Export of sweet clover seed to 
the United States in the 6-month 
period July 1 to December 31, 
1948, was more than three times 
that of the same period in 1947. 
Nearly fifteen million pounds of 
this seed has been shipped to the 
American market in the first half 
of the 1948-49 crop year. This 
exceeds the total amount exported 
last year and there are indications 
that the present figure will be 
raised by several million pounds 
before the shipping season ends. 

Canada is dependent on the 
American market to absorb sur- 
plus quantities of sweet clover 
seed, and in past years varying 
amounts have been shipped to the 
United States. Normal domestic 
consumtpion is not large, and, 
with a record breaking crop of 
over twenty million pounds har- 
vested in 1948, a large exportable 
surplus has been available. While 
Canada harvested a record crop, 
the United States on the other 
hand had one of the smallest crops

Sufficient stocks of Saunders 
and Redman seed are now avail- 
able in the areas mentioned and 
represent two more victories won 
by the cerealists in their long 
struggle against drought, disease 
and insects. 


The cerealists improved their 
position in that struggle during 
the year, too, by enlarging their 
base of operations at Lethbridge, 
Alta. Lethbridge now has a full- 
fledged cereal breeding laboratory 
where the plant breeders are in 
the same building and working, in 
full co-operation with the entom- 
ologists and plant pathologists. 
This marks another step in the 
closer co-operation and integra- 
tion of the work of the Experi- 
mental Farms and Science Serv- 
ice branches. 


One of the first problems to be 
tackled at Lethbridge will be the 
development of a new winter 
wheat variety which will exhibit 
greater winter hardiness, higher 
quality and which will produce a 
better quality pastry flour.

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Good Market for 
Alfalfa Seed 


More than ten million pounds of 
alfalfa seed have been exported 
from Canada in the 6-month pe- 
riod from July 1 to December 31, 
1948. This is considerably more 
than the total exports for the en- 
tire 12-month period July 1, 1947, 
to June 30, 1948, and compares 
with less than two million pounds 
exported in the same 6-month 
period of 1947. Two factors are 
largely responsible for the phe- 
nomenal increase in export of 
alfalfa seed this season. 


The United States production of 
alfalfla seed in 1948 was the small- 
est in a number of years, while 
production of this seed in Canada 
exceeded all previous records by 
several million pounds, with the 
latest figures placing the crop at 
more than sixteen million pounds. 
The American market is the main 
outlet for surplus Canadian alfalfa 
seed and the combination of these 
two factors has resulted in a very 
keen demand for this hardy north- 
ern grown seed at attractive 
prices and the movement of record 
amounts from growers’ hands.

This Week in Britain 


CANADIANS WIN NORTHERN 
IRELAND EVENT 


BELFAST. Three Canadian 
plowmen Won prizes on Feb. 9, at 
the International Plowing match 
held at Limavady, near Belfast, 
Northern Ireland, according to 
Canadian Press reports. More 
than 50,000 spectators watched 
the match. 

The winners, Alvin J. Mark of 
Cameron, near Lindsay, who also 
won the Visitor's Cup, Robert 
Timbers of Stouffville, near To- 
ronto and Rhys Bacher of Hagers- 
ville, near Hamilton, placed first, 
second, and third respectively in 
their class which was one of seven 
events at the meet. They are three 
of the five Canadian farmers who 
were awarded a trip to Britain at 
the International Plowing match 
held at Lindsay, Ont., last Oc- 
tober. 

In addition to the Northern Ire- 
land match, the Canadians have 
been among the prize winners at 
two other British plowing matches 

the West England Champion 
Plowing match at Newquay, Corn- 
wall and the Empire Plowing 
match at Workington, England. 
Alvin Mark and Rhys Bacher came 
second and third in their respec- 
tive classes at the West England 
match and Alvin Mark and Wil- 
bert McFaddin placed first and 
fourth respectively in a general 
purpose horse plowing class at the 
Empire Plowing match. 

WORKINGTON. Following 
the West England Plowing match 
in Newquay, Cornwall, the boys 
and I toured the surrounding 
countryside before leaving for the 
Empire Plowing match at Work- 
ington in the north of England 
At Workington for the second 
time within a few days Canadians 
were among the prize winners at 
a British plowing match 

Our travels of the past few days 
have accordingly given us an op- 
portunity to see and _ contrast 
farming conditions in southern 
and northern Fngland 
FARMING IN CORNWALL 

Adding to the charm and beauty 
of the Cornish countryside are the 
well-kept farms with their hedges 
and fences made of stone and 
earth with shrubbery” growing 
along the top. Many of the hedges 
are said to be four or five hundred 
years old. 

We were impressed with the 
size of the Cornish farms, which 
seem to be larger than farms in 
other parts of England. The aver- 
age is around three or four hun- 
dred acres. Each farm has four or 
five tractors and men to operate 
them as well as all the latest types 
of farm machinery 

The cattle are said to be good 
beef cattle and produce fair quan- 
tities of high testing milk, averag 
ing about four per cent. We had 
our first look at the Northern 
Devon cow, Which is a popular 
breed in this part of the country 
It is a very large animal resemb- 
ling our Shorthorn breed, only 
larger 

Stabling and large barns are 
not necessary in Cornwall due to 
the uniform mild weather and this 
of course cut down very much on 
the cost of operation. In the win 
ter months, cattle are fed in the 
fields and truck loads of turnips 
cabbage, hay and straw are spread 
over the fields at intervals during 
the day 

Before leaving for Workington 
were were entertained at a fare 
well dinner by the hospitable resi- 
dents of Newquay. 

THE EMPIRE PLOWING 
MATCH 

We reached Workington the fol- 
lowing evening after a journey of 
600 miles j 


Needless to say we 
were pretty tired but after a good 
night’s rest the boys and I were 
up early and ready to start for 
the plowing fields 

It was early when we reached 
the field but even so there were a 


good number already there. W 
could see that these English plow 
men really take their plowing 
seriously Later we discovered 
that 65 had entered the competi 
tion 
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ing Service, 


Account- 
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Accountants 
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Our boys, using strange horses 
and tractors and competing 
against EXngland’s best plowmen, 
were under a_ serious handicap. 
Realizing this and in an effort to 
make the events more competi- 
tive, the committee suggested the 
classes they should enter. This of 
course Was a wise move. 

The ground at Workington is 
quite different from Cornwall, be- 
ing hilly rather than flat. So roll- 
ing were the fields that our boys 
in the horse-drawn classes could 
not see from one end of the field 
to the other. The soil was differ- 
ent, too. Instead of the light loam 
of the Cornish earth, the Working- 
ton soil was dark and heavy and 
full of stones. Three tractors used 
in the test broke down in the 
rough ground. 


Alvin Mark and Wilbert Mc- 
Faddin, the Salada horse plow- 
men, were entered in a_ small 


general-purpose class and _ both 
succeeded in winning prizes. Alvin 
came first and Wilbert fourth. 
Alvin had difficulty with his team 
at first for one of the horses had 
been yoked to a plow only a few 
days before. However, after cut- 
ting his first six furrows, he was 
complete master of his horses. 

The tractor classes were most 
keenly contested but our plows 
were so. different that Rhys 
Bacher and 3ob «Timbers, the 
Esso champions were not in the 
money when the judging was com- 
pleted. 
NEED FOR UNIFORMITY 
IN PLOWING RULES 

After watching two British 
plowing matches and checking on 
the types of plows used, I am 
quite convinced that we cannot 
expect too much of our boys until 
we either change our plows to 
conform to the old country type or 
have the boys come over a week 
in advance in order to practice 
with the plows used here. The 
type of plows used and the method 
of scoring as compared with ours 
is so very different that we work 
under a tremendous disadvantage 

The Empire Plowing match 
ended with the annual dinner at 
which the mayor and townspeople 
joined the farmers in honoring our 
Canadian party. The people here 
have been wonderful to us and I 
only hope we can do as much for 
the English plowmen when they 
visit Canada. 
BRITISH PLOWMEN TO 
VISIT CANADA 

So far, owing to currency regu- 
lations, English and Scottish 
plowmen have not been able to 
compete in Canadian plowing 
matches. Last fall, a team from 
Northern Ireland entered the In- 
ternational match at Lindsay and 
this was the frist time that a 
team from the British Isles had 
ever competed in this Canadian 
event. Now the Empire Plowing 
Association has started a fund to 
send their best men to compete 
in Canadian matches. They have 
warned us too, that they will be 
out to win and from the excellent 
plowing I have seen in this area, 
we would do well to heed their 
warning 
ENGLISH SCHOOL CHILDREN 
ADMIRE PLOWING COSTUME 

On our tour of the Workington 
district, we split into two groups 
Rhys Bacher, Wilbert McFaddin 
and Bob Timbers visited the city’s 
industries while Alvin Mark and I 
were taken to four of the public 
schools to show, in Alvin's case 
the dress of a Canadian plowman 
and in my case, an Indian cos- 
tume. (Editor’s Note—Mr. Moses 
Was born at Ohswekén on the Six 
Nations Reserve near Brantford 
Ont., and is a member of the Dela 
ware tribe)

The woollen mill is only partly in 
operation but when it is completed 
the people say it will be one of 
the finest of its kind in the 
world, 


Workington’s biggest industry 
is coal mining. We had hoped to 
go down into a mine but unfortu- 
nately we did not have sufficient 
time. 


TOUR OF THE LAKE 
DISTRICT 


The day following the Empire 
match, we were taken on a sight- 
seeing tour of the famed lake dis- 
trict, which in many respects re- 
sembles our own northern Ontario 
country. We foliowed somewhat 
the same itinerary as last year's 
group and like them were privi- 
leged to see a demonstration of 
sheep dogs at work on Helvellyn 
Mountain. Mr. Clarke described

DDT ON SNOW KILLS 
MOSQUITOES 


Sprinkling DDT on snow and ice 
is a new way of killing the first 
mosquitoes and other pests which 
hatch out in early spring, accord- 
ing to a report in C-I-L Agricul- 
tural News. Both wettable powders 
and emulsions applied at the rate 
of one-tenth pound of DDT to the 
acre have been found to destroy 
all larvae when snow and ice 
melted several weeks later. No 
sign of injury has been reported 
to fish in streams fed by the melt- 
ing snow and ice.

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Hearty Early 
Meals

For thrifty use of food, eat most 
heartily early in the day. A nour- 
ishing breakfast is not only im- 
portant for health and morale; it 
also means most efficient use of 
food. 

Food eaten early in the day is 
digested and absorbed largely dur- 
ing the most active daytime hours, 
studies at the University of Chi- 
cago have shown. Therefore, the 
body is likely to get the most good 
from food eaten at breakfast and 
at noon. 

In contrast, food eaten at night 
shortly before going to bed is 
digested and absorbed largely dur- 
ing the period when the body

needs it least and when the excess 
is likely to be deposited as fat. 
This warning goes out to over- 
nourished as well as the under- 
nourished. 

It means that. anyone who goes 
shy on breakfast. slights lunch 
and then loads up on a heavy meal 
in the evening may actually be 
wasting food because he cannot 
use it to best advantage. 

Nutritionists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
says that children who go with 
little or no breakfast are likely to 
be undernourished because they 
cannot take a large enough quan- 
tity of food at the other two meals 
to supply their daily needs. 

The forgotten or hasty break- 
fast and the skimpy lunch may be 
responsible for Junior’s drowsiness 
and low grades at school, June’s 
poor appetite and loss of weight, 
Father’s morning temper, Moth- 
er’s overweight, and even Grand- 
ma’'s edginess or hurt feelings. 


Feed Production 
1948 


Based on sample survey reports 
of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics indications are that pre- 
pared stock and poultry feed 
production in Canada during 1948 
was approximately 1,662,500 tons. 
This is larger than the 1946 pro- 
duction of 1,585,782 tons. Figures 
for 1947 are not available but 
these would no doubt show that 
1948 feed production fell off con- 
siderably.

COLUMN 


A series of articles on the work 
of the various departments of the 
University of Alberta. 


5—DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURAL 
ENGINEERING 


Engineering has influenced 
greatly the development of agri- 
culture. The profession of agricul- 
tural engineering is comparatively 
new. In fact, it may be looked up- 
on as a product of this century. It 
has been defined as the art and 
science of engineering applied to 
agriculture. The scope of this field 
covers farm buildings, farm pow- 
er, farm machinery, farm electri- 
fication, and in some places soil 
and water control and conserva- 
tion. At the University of Alberta, 
courses are available to agricul- 
tural students in farm buildings, 
farm machinery, and farm motors. 
A brief outline of the objectives of 
each course might be of interest. 

The course in farm buildings 
provides an opportunity for train- 
ing in draughting, elementary sur- 
veying, and the planning of farm 
buildings. 

The farm machinery course in- 
volves a study of all lines of till- 
age, seeding, fertilizing, harvest- 
ing and threshing machinery. It 
is not practical to study the vari- 
ous machines without considering 
the kind of work each should be 
expected to do and how each may 
be able to fit in to best farm prac- 
tice adapted to the various sec- 
tions of the province. 

The course in farm motors in- 
cludes a study of the source and 
application of mechanical power 
on the farm, the object being to 
enable the student to become 
familiar with the fundamental 
principles of the internal combus- 
tion engine (valve timing, car- 
buretors, ignition, etc.), the study 
of fuels, and the testing of engines 
on the hydraulic dynamometer. 

Members of the department 
have co-operated with the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
in supplying assistance in judging 
at ploughing matches and farm 
machinery field days, and with 
short courses, and also supplied 
speakers at meetings of imple- 
ment dealers, land inspectors, and 
at general meetings organized by 
the Department of 
University of Alberta 


Extension, 
Contribu- 
tions have been made through the 
publication of such bulletins, as 
Plows and Plowing, Ropework for 


the Farm, Binder and Knotter 
Troubles, and real help has been 
given to the farmers of the pro- 
vince that has resulted in financial 
savings in the operation of mach- 
inery in the field 

Considerable time is spent an 
swering farmers’ questions in let- 
ters and interviews on_ special 


problems on farm buildings, ma- 
chinery, and power. 

The field of agricultural engin- 
eering should be developed very 
rapidly in the immediate future. 
Farms are becoming highly me- 
chanized and many problems are 
awaiting practical solutions. 

The 1946 census for Alberta 
shows that the total valuation for 
the 90,000 farms in Alberta was 
958 million dollars. Nearly one- 
half of this valuation was in the 
land. The livestock were valued at 
141 million dollars. The farm 
buildings were valued at 181 mil- 
lion dollars, while machinery was 
163 million dollars. The total for 
buildings and machinery was 344 
million dollars, about 250 per cent 
of the livestock values. The in- 
vestment in buildings and machin- 
ery is steadily increasing. The 
1946 figures are nearly 100 million 
higher than 1941, or an increase 
of 40 per cent. The farm requires 
a high investment in proper build- 
ings and machinery to reduce 


labor and increase production. 
The Department of Agricultural 
Engineering at the University of 
Alberta should be equipped to aid 
and advise farmers along these 
lines and the opportunity for re- 
search into agricultural engineer- 
ing problems should be expanded 
as soon as possible to provide a 
real service to the farmers in Al- 
berta. 


Garden Seeds 


Regulations under the Seeds Act 
governing the sale of seed of 
garden vegetables and field roots, 
provide that each packet must be 
labelled to show the year in which 
the seed was tested, and the 
percentage germination on 3G ae 
lower than the safe minimum 
prescribed for each kind. These 
provisions are for the protection 
of the . buying public. A high 
germination is an important fac- 
tor in the growing of crops. 

The Plant Products Division, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, is responsible for the enforce- 
ment of all provisions under the 
Seeds Act, and may detain, or 
confiscate, seed stocks found in- 
ferior to the prescribed standards, 
or those not properly labelled.

Realized net income of United 
States farm operators for 1948 is 
estimated at $17.4 million, two per 
cent less than in 1947. A three 
per cent gain in gross farm income 
was more than offset by an eight 
per cent rise in farm costs.
